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Gulf War pilot missing since *91 dead 


Navy pilot Capt. Michael “Scott” Speicher 
(left) was shot down over the Iraq desert 
on the first night of the Gulf War in 1991 
and it was there desert tribes apparently 
buried him, hidden in the sand from the 


world’s mightiest military all these years. 

In a sorrowful resolution to the nearly 
two-decade-old question about his fate, 
the Pentagon disclosed Sunday it had 


an Iraqi citizen that led Marines to recover 
bones and skeletal fragments-enough for 
a positive identification. 

Shot down over west-central Iraq on a 


17, 1991, Speicher was declared killed by the 
Pentagon hours later. But 10 years later, 
the Navy changed his status to missing in 
action, citing an absence of evidence that 


received new information last month from combat mission in his FA-18 Hornet on Jan. Speicher had died.

OUT OF IRAQ CITIES, CIS ARE 
LOOKING FOR STUFF TO DO

MAKASIP, Iraq Out of the cities and letting the Iraqi security forces take 
the lead, U.S. troops are facing a new challenge: finding things to do. 

Not that the dangers have passed. Soldiers knew that as they headed 
out last week to patrol rural roads south of Baghdad. Seven of their fel- 
low soldiers from Forward Operating Base Falcon have been killed by 
bombs since May 21. 

But this patrol, like many of late, is more about drinking tea with Iraqi 
policemen, talking with village shopkeepers and chitchatting about 
cigars. 

Instead of going on patrol every day, soldiers in a platoon of Company 
D, 252 Combined Arms Battalion, go out a couple of times a week with 
Iraqi policemen to exchange information about the enemy and learn 
firsthand the needs of local Iraqis so the U.S. can try to provide tempo- 
rary relief 

“We’re in an awkward state where we’re having to transition from 
being the dominant force here to taking a back seat,” said Spc. G.A. 
Garner, 24, of Charlotte, N.C. 

Under a U.S.-Iraq security pact, American combat troops completed 
their pullback from Iraqi cities on June 30, the first stage of a full with- 
drawal of American forces by the end of 2011. Quitting the cities leaves 
a test for Iraq’s army and police, which failed to stem a wave of Shiite- 
Sunni slaughter in 2006. That prompted the U.S. troop surge of 2007, 
which is widely credited with helping to quell the violence. 

“We were doing one mission a day ... Now it’s two missions a week,” 
Sgt. ist Class Henry Rhodes, 40, of Sanford, N.C., said, sitting in a 
Humvee baking in 115-degree heat. ‘At the beginning of the agreement, 
it started getting— I don’t know, I wouldn’t say boring— we just started 
running out of things to do.” 


Car rebate program faces uncertain future

The Obama administration will suspend 
the “cash for clunkers” program unless the 
Senate provides $2 billion more for the 
popular car incentive plan. Transportation 
Secretary Ray LaHood said in a C-SPAN 
interview Sunday 

He said he expects the current $i bil- 
lion pool to be exhausted by the end of 


this weekend. The House approved an 
additional $2 billion on Friday and the 
administration is pressing the Senate to go 
along before its summer vacation begins at 
week’s end. 

Officials scrambled last week to add 
money to the Car Allowance Rebate System 
(CARS), which is designed to get old, pol- 
luting vehicles off the road and scrapped 


while helping car dealers emerge from the 
recession. The $i billion has led to the sale 
of 250,000 new vehicles. 

Owners of gas-guzzlers can receive rebates 
of $3,500 or $4,500 toward the purchase of a 
new fuel-efficient car. LaHood said 62 per- 
cent of the traded-in vehicles were trucks 
and “these people are buying cars that get 
much better gas mileage.”

A pledge to fight

Welcome signs at the Naperville city limits 
advertise the population (144,560), an over- 
night street parking ban and something far less 
typical: the town’s status as ‘A Red Light Photo 
Enforced Community” 

Naperville is one of the rare cities that posts 
red-light camera warnings at its borders, even 
though research shows it makes the cameras 
more effective in preventing accidents. 

Much of the 
debate over traffic 
cameras centers 
on whether they 
are genuine safety 
devices or money- 
raising gimmicks 
for municipali- 
ties. But a 2005 
Federal Highway 
Administration 
study found they 
were more effec- 
tive at curbing 
potentially dan- 
gerous incidents of 
red-light running 
if drivers heading into town were put on notice 
that somewhere down the road a traffic camera 
might be lurking. 

The Tribune surveyed signage in two dozen 
of the Chicago-area towns that have red-light 
cameras. Of those checked, every town had 
posted warning signs within a few hundred feet 
of cameras— a state mandate at most camera- 
monitored intersections. 

Andy Hynes, a project engineer with the 
Naperville agency in charge of red-light cam- 
eras, said the signs had been installed at munici- 
pal boundaries on several larger roads heading 
into town.

They poured out onto the sidewalk in their 
Sunday best, grabbing hands and bowing 
heads over the blood-stained pavement. 

Dozens of women in white floral dresses 
and men in crisp, collared shirts stood on 
the street corner Sunday where, less than 
24 hours earlier, an unknown gunman shot 
six people who were attending a funeral at 
the Gospel Truth Life Changing Ministries 
church in South Austin. 

No longer would they turn a blind eye to 
the violence they saw around them, the crowd 
cried out. No longer would they remain a pas- 
sive voice in their community, they said. 

“We’re losing a whole generation,” Bishop 
Jeff Davis said in a fiery three-hour sermon at 
Gospel Truth on Sunday ‘And we’re not just 
losing them to the streets, we’re losing them 
to the graveyard!” 

Pledging to help take back their communi- 
ty from violence, the congregation’s first act 
of defiance was to stand and pray where the 
shootings took place and reclaim that street 


corner as their own. 

Police have yet to identify a suspect in 
Saturday’s shooting, which erupted outside 
Gospel Truth as hundreds gathered inside 
to mourn the death of 28 -year-old Cornelius 
Robinson. Friends and family described 
Robinson, who died of heart failure linked to 
obesity, as a popular and good-hearted man 
who’d grown up surrounded by the type of 
violence that marred his funeral. 

Police said they suspect that the shoot- 
ing was gang related, but those who knew 
Robinson said he’d managed to escape the 
gang life that traps so many in the commu- 
nity 

“He was a loving person. He was a Christian 
man,” said Rosetta Elkins, 26, a cousin of 
Robinson and a member of the Gospel 
Truth church. A small gathering was min- 
gling outside the church when the gunman 
approached on foot, police said. He opened 
fire at a 34-year-old man, hitting him multiple 
times. Police said he then fired shots into the 
crowd as he fled the scene. 


Davis said the shooting compounded an 
already emotional day and that many funeral- 
goers were crying and were too frightened to 
leave the church. 

“It took us three hours to get out because 
people just didn’t feel safe going out,” Davis 
said. Which is why Davis sent e-mails to 
every member of his congregation Saturday 
night, urging them to begin the healing with 
church on Sunday And when more than 100 
packed the pews, Davis had a special message 
he wanted to send to the black community in 
neighborhoods beset with violence. 

“These kids out here in these gangs, these 
are our kids,” he said. “We can’t act like we 
don’t know nobody in these gangs. We can 
pray all day, but praying a lot isn’t going to 
solve the problem. We have a responsibility 
as parents to know where our children are. To 
know what they’re up to and who they hang 
out with. 

“Tbu can’t fault the police anymore. Tbu 
can’t fault the teachers any more. We have to 
take control of our houses.”

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Group blamed 
for attacks 
in Lincoln Park 

A group of attackers are preying on men in their 20s walking 
alone in Lincoln Park, police said. 

They creep up, getting just close enough for their victims to 
hear footsteps from behind. Then they strike, delivering vicious 
blows, enough to put at least one of four men recently attacked 
in the hospital with a broken jaw, police said. 

“The first thing {victims] see is the fist that hits them,” Chicago 
Police Sgt. Timothy Kusinski said Sunday “It’s a very surprise 
attack.” 

The motive is robbery, and the attackers have stolen the vic- 
tims’ wallets and cell phones, Kusinski said. 

The incidents happened at 2 a.m. Thursday in the 600 block 
of West Fullerton Avenue; at 2:05 Thursday in the 2100 

block of North Stockton Drive; at 3 a.m. Saturday in the 2000 
block of North Cleveland Avenue; and at 3:36 a.m. Saturday in 
the 300 block ofWest Webster Avenue, police said. 

The attackers— police said they believe the incidents are con- 
nected— have been described as men in their early 20s, police 
said. They haven’t used any weapons other than their fists, and 
the injuries they’ve caused include facial fractures and head and 
throat trauma, Kusinski said. 

The one man who remains hospitalized suffered a broken 
jaw and throat injuries in the 2100 block of North Stockton 
Drive, Kusinski said. 

Of the attacks, one man was beat up and robbed by only 
one other man, but the other three incidents involved a group 
of three to four men pouncing on a man who was by himself, 
Kusinski said. A victim in one incident thought the attackers 
fled the scene in an older model small maroon car, police said. 

A few of the victims were coming home from bars, but 
Kusinski said he couldn’t say if they had been drinking. 

The robberies happened in a densely populated area near 
Lincoln Park Zoo. 

Zach Bornemeier, 28, who lives a few blocks west of the zoo, 
had just flnished a cell phone call with family when he learned his 
lakefront community might not be that safe. It didn’t faze him. 
He still plans to jog alone late at night along Stockton Drive. 

“It just sounds like to me just one group of punks,” Bornemeier 
said, adding he won’t let a “few bad seeds” change his lifestyle. 

But Casey Fictum, 21, a senior at DePaul University from Green 
Bay said he would heed advice from police: Travel in groups. 

“Plus, when you’re drinking, people can beat the living crap 
out of {you},” Fictum said.

Cubs: Enough of 
Bartman, already! 


ESPN’s plan to produce a documentary on Steve Bartman 
isn’t going over too well in the Cubs clubhouse. 

According to an ESPN press release, the documentary will 
try to answer the question: “Can Steve Bartman ever forgive 
Chicago?” 

Aramis Ramirez and Derrek Lee both played in Game 6 
of the 2003 National League Championship Series, when 
Bartman’s attempt to catch a foul ball preceded an eight-run 
eighth inning for the Marlins. 

Some blame Bartman for the collapse, and he has avoided 
publicity ever since. 

Ramirez and Carlos Zambrano are the only two remaining 
Cubs from that team, while Lee played for the Marlins. 

“I don’t know what difference it’s going to make for the fans 
of Chicago, or for Bartman himself,” Ramirez said of ESPN’s 
plans to forge ahead with or without Bartman’s cooperation. 

“To me, I don’t see anything positive coming out of it for 
me as a player, or for us as players.” 

Lee, who was part of the Marlins’ rally, said Bartman already 
has been absolved by most knowledgeable fans, and a docu- 
mentary would make things worse for him. 

“They should probably let it go,” Lee said. “It’s a non-issue. 
It didn’t change the game, no matter what anyone says. He did 
what any fan would’ve done, and there were flve other people 
trying to do the same thing. He just happened to get his hand 
on it. At the time, we saw Moises {Alou} get upset, but it’s a 
play that happens quite a bit. 

“It’s not like it was some crazy, random thing. It happened. 
Now let it go.” 

Ramirez agreed with Lee and said the foul ball did not have 
a bearing on the game’s outcome. 

“Mo had a chance to make that play, but the ball was in the

Israelis rally after two 
murdered at gay center 

B TEL AVIV Reeling from the worst attack ever 
aimed at homosexuals in Israel, members of the 
countr/s gay community and their supporters rallied 
Sunday in the heart of Tel Aviv a day after a masked 
gunman killed two people at a center for gay youth 
and escaped. 

As protesters with rainbow flags mourned the 
victims and condemned the homophobic sentiment 
assumed to be behind the attack, police hunted for 
the assailant throughout a city that has long prided 
itself on a live-and-let-live attitude and a thriving gay 
community 

“I fear that if the man who did this is not found, 
the consequences to the gay community might be far- 
reaching— they might live in fear,” said Arnon Hirsch, 
a 47-year-old lawyer who was one of several hundred 
people who took part in the protest near the center 
attacked Saturday night. 

Hirsch said he is openly gay and does not intend to 
act differently now. “I have no intention of giving in to 
terror,” he said. “I’m not going to hide anywhere.” 

A masked man entered the center for gay teens in 
downtown Tel Aviv late Saturday night, pulled out a 
pistol and opened fire, according to Micky Rosenfeld, 
a police spokesman. The shooter then fled the scene 
on foot, Rosenfeld said. 

Nitzan Horowitz, Israel’s only openly gay lawmaker, 
called the attack a “hate crime.” 

“This is the worst attack ever against the gay com- 
munity in Israel,” he said.

Attention, dutiful drinking citizens of Illinois: As of Sept, i, a tax hike on booze is set to kick 
in to fund the state’s latest public works program. Before you panic, this doesn’t mean you’ll 
pay more in sales tax on booze at the register. It means bar owners will pay more in beverage 
tax to their wholesalers— an estimated 13 cents more on a bottle of wine, 80 cents more on 
an average bottle of liquor and 5 cents on a 12-pack of beer. 

With those extra costs adding up fast behind the bar, we asked local bar owners if the 
extra cost would trickle down to our bar tabs in the form of upped prices. The answer? It 
certainly could, 

“There is nothing subtle or easy about this tax; it is simply a massive punch in the face,” 
says David Azizinamini, owner of Blue Line in Wicker Park, who figures the additional tax 
win add up to thousands over the next year, “The bottom line is that we will be forced to pass 
the costs on to our guests, which we do not want to do,” 

Greg Mohr, co-owner of The Fifty/50, is taking the wait-and-see-approach, intending to 
hold onto the bar’s daily specials as long as possible, “We’re going to just weather it and 
hope we can do more business to make up for the extra cost,” 

Other spots might dock their offerings in an attempt to recoup, “One option we are seri- 
ously considering is scaling 
back our options in alco- 
hol and beer,” says Steven 
Milford, co-owner of Wild 
Pug and Crew in Uptown, 
the latter of which stocks 
68 kinds of beer, “With 
fewer options, we would 
go through more products 
quickly, earning us money 
back sooner,”

Luv game 

It takes more than good looks to make the Bulls’ dance team

Melissa Driscoll slumped in her chair and took a deep breath before recovering her ever- 
present smile. “I could definitely use some coffee soon,” she said moments after her audi- 
tion for the Bulls’ dance team Saturday 


Performing for a panel of judges to Justin Timberlake’s 
supercharged “SexyBack” is hard enough, but Driscoll, 
25, had an added challenge— she arrived at the tryout 
in a moving van at the conclusion of a 17-hour journey 
from Boston. 

Talk about having the drive to become a Luvabull. 

Driscoll was one of 252 women from Chicago and 
beyond who flocked to the United Center to twirl, 
sway and sashay their way onto the Luvabulls dance 
team. Former Dallas Cowboys cheerleader Melissa 
Rycroft has brought widespread notoriety to profes- 
sional sports dance teams through her appearances 
on reality TV shows including “Dancing With the 
Stars,” but actually making the team is an exhausting 
and competitive process. 

At Saturday’s tryouts, the judges were ruthless 
by necessity, whittling the list of contenders to only 
50 who moved on to a three-day mini-camp that 
starts Monday When the final decisions are made 
Wednesday, only 25 dancers will be able to call them- 
selves Luvabulls. 

Addressing the women before auditions began 
Saturday, team director Cathy Core was direct about 
what it takes to be a Luvabull. 

“You need to have lipstick on, your hair should be 
fashionable, if you have glasses take them off, tattoos 
need to covered up, no belly rings ... we’re sticklers for 
a polished look,” Core said. “You have to be the total 
package, the total picture of what we’re looking for. It’s 
not just looks or your ability to dance, it’s everything.” 

The speech prompted Amy Jesse to pull the mirror 
back out of her makeup bag, comb her hair and apply 
more lipstick. 

“I’m really nervous,” the 21-year-old from Naperville 


conflded. “I almost decided not to come this morning 
when I woke up and I don’t expect to be picked, but 
at the same time I’m excited to be here.” 

Twenty at a time, the potential Luvabulls— all 
required to be 21 or older— had several minutes to 
introduce themselves and perform a couple of free- 
style dance moves and a kick line for Core and her 
panel of six judges. Some dancers advanced to an 
afternoon session, where they were joined by former 
Luvabulls who must dance for their jobs back. 

“There are no gimmes,” Core said. “Everyone’s got 
to audition.” 

Driscoll, the import from Boston, was one of the 50 
dancers invited to this week’s mini-camp. 

“I’m resting up and unpacking, but I’m so excited 
to start,” she told RedEye by phone Sunday 

The women who join the team, which is entering 
its 30th season, will perform at 41 home games, plus 
make dozens of promotional appearances on behalf of 
the club. And for all of the dancers, that’s in addition 
to full-time jobs. 

So why do they want to be Luvabulls? The women 
who spoke to RedEye said it’s their love of dance. 

“I’ve visited Tokyo, Greece, London and Paris, and 
I’ve had so many opportunities to perform in special 
appearances,” said Erika Cruz, who served as dance 
team captain last season. “It’s really amazing.” 

Even after srx years on the team, the satisfaction of 
making the squad is fresh for Cruz. 

“When they called my number the first year it was 
surreal, and it’s still surreal,” said Cruz. “I mean, I’m 
on the court and standing next to Derrick Rose or 
Kobe Bryant. There are so many exciting moments 
and I really look forward to every game because you 
never know what’s going to happen.” ryan smith is a

It’s not easy to look great in the midriff-baring, 
thigh-exposing, figure-hugging outfits the Bulls’ 
professional dance team dons during games. 

“We really have to be at our best because we’re 
showing our stomach, legs and arms a lot,” said 
Erika Cruz, a six-year veteran of the Luvabulls. 

Saturday’s tryouts mean the Luvabulls’ short 
off-season is over, and there is no time for the 
team to waste. Just as Derrick Rose must have 
the endurance to lead his team in the fourth 
quarter of an exhausting game, the dancers need 
to be in peak condition to keep fans pumped up 
from tip-off to the final horn. 

Of course, just because you’re not one of the 
25 women dancing in the United Center doesn’t 
mean you can’t work toward that type of body 
Luvabulls dancer Ashley Bond said she has 
been preparing herself for the season with kick- 


boxing, strength exercises and yoga. 

“My goal is to stay lean and toned and still be 
able to have lots of endurance so that when we 
get to those games. I’m not dying after my first 
routine,” said Bond, a fitness trainer who also 
happens to be the reigning Miss Illinois. 

Once basketball season starts, the Luvabulls 
get all the exercise they need through high-inten- 
sity dance routines they perform during games in 
addition to two four-hour practices every week. 

Last- tempo dance burns between 200 and 400 
calories per hour, according to Naomi Wisely, a 
dance fitness instructor at Llirty Girl Litness 
located on the Near West Side. 

“Dancing can help almost every part of your 
body,” she said. “You’re engaging your arms and 
legs a lot, and you have to hold your core to keep 
your balance, so it’s good for that area too.” 


TV reality shows such as “Dancing With the 
Stars” have contributed to a rising popularity 
of dance fitness. Wisely said. To accommodate 
demand, Llirty Girl has boosted its schedule to 
offer more than 40 classes that cover hip-hop, 
Latin and even pole dancing at all skill levels. 

“You don’t even realize you’re working out 
until you’re sore because it’s so fun,” she said. 

Beyond exercising. Bond said she maintains 
a dancer’s physique by adhering to a strict diet 
regimen, eating small meals or snacks every 
three hours. She eats foods high in protein, 
avoids carbs at night and includes a lot of fresh 
vegetables and fruit in her meals. 

“Everyone knows their own body the best,” 
she said, “but really it’s all about eating healthy 
and to stop eating when you’re not hungry”

PASADENA, Calif. Unless you dumped your sub 
scription in disgust, or to just save a few 
bucks, you may have noticed that HBO is 
worth watching again.
